One man in Big Valley, Cal., during

At 10:30 P. M. March 29th, in Alpine 
county, there was a heavy shock of 
earthquake, 
apparently 
from the 
south. It was a quick movement and 
caused quite a rattle among crockery 
and glassware. A stand-lump was 
tipped nearly over. 
Napa valley is making an effort to 
secure the contract for furnishing the 
3,000 cords of wood advertised for by 
the United States, to be delivered at 
the various Government posts at San 
Francisco and Mare Island during the 
year from next May to the May fol­ 
lowing. 


Crop Prospects, 


A late number of the Sacramento 
Dee has the following in relation to 
grain prospects: 
The past two weeks has been as fine 
growing weather as California ever 
witnessed. 
Clouds 
and 
sunshine, 
showers and heat, alternating, have 
caused the grains and grasses to leap 
up with such rapidity that, in numer­ 
ous places, the farmers have turned 
their cattle and sheep into the wheat 
fields to eat it down lest the grain 
shall grow too rank. From every cor­ 
ner of California comes the same re­ 
port that never before at this season 
did the harvest promise so largely. 
This, from the San Jose Mercury, is 
hut a sample of many such notices to 
lie seen in all the valley and foothill 
journals: “If the present indications 
hold good, the crop in the Santa Clara 
valley, to he Jiarvested during the 
coming season, will exceed that of 
1872 by many thousands of centals. 
In addition to the superior condition 
of the growing grain, the acreage is 
much larger than has ever before 
been sown in the country.” 


A numbor of parties are passing 
through Visalia, en route to the new 
mines in the Mineral King district. 
Captain Pray says that on the flat 
near his residence at Lake Tahoe there 
is now from fourteen to eighteen inches 
of snow; at the Summit, from five to 
six feet, and at the old storo, half a 
mile east of Spooner’s, from thirty to 
forty feet of drift snow. From present 
appearances the road to the lake will 
not be open until June. 
A Nevada Judge, after the jury had 
been impanneled and counsel ready to 
proceed, pulled out a revolver and ju­ 
diciously remarked: “If any mangoes 
frolicing round the court-room during 
the trial of this case, I shall interrupt 
him in his career.” The strictest de­ 
corum prevailed. This interesting in­ 
cident transpired somewhere in the 
White Pine District. 
It is thought that over half of the 
stock in the eastern portion of the 
county will be lost. 
We learn from a 
letter received from Mohawk by one 
of our citizens, that Kinyon’s cattle 
and horses at Charley’s Valley are in 
a starving condition, some of them 
having already died, and as there is 
no hay to be had, the balance are 
likely to go the same way. The Las­ 
sen Advocate says that if the stock 
men of that section save one-third of 
their cattle they will be very fortunate. 
No stock has been lost in this valley 
as yet, and unless there should be an­ 
other long, cold storm, there is no dan­ 
ger.—[Plumas National.

The object of the Association is to secure pe­ 
cuniary aid of $2,000 to the families or depend­ 
ants of deceased members. This we accom­ 
plish in tin- luostperfectaudsubstantial m an­ 
ner, as has been substantiated within the last 
few years by kindred societies; and ttiat, too. 
witii an expense so light th at it lias proved 
not to be a burden upon Its m em bers, which 
not only increases its popularity, but brings It 
w ithin reach of those most needing its protec­ 
tion and aid.

None will feel poorer for be­ 
longing to it, while m any will bless the day 
th a t their lather, mother, husband, or brother 
Jolnud it.

ANGELES VALLEY LAND. 


Tlie fact seems 
not to be generally 


known abroad that there is still a large 
area of land in Los Angeles county 
which has never been touched by the 
plowshare. 
Yet such is the case. 
Vis- 


itors, after travelling over the county 
and seeing for themselves, 
are aston- 


ished. 
They had labored under the 


impression 
that the 
good laud 
lay 


around iv spots 
and had all been 
se- 


cured 
long ago. 
Nothing 
is farther 


from the truth. 
The 
good soil is not 


found in widely separated 
plats, but 


lies in one broad expanse 
extending 


from the Sierra's 
base 
to the ocean 


beach. 
If Los Angeles valley lay in 


the lower portion ofthe San 
Joaquiu 


or any part of the Sacramento 
valley, 


every quarter 
section that 
could be 


purchased 
would 
be 
occupied 
by a 


house. 
The same means that enables 


the farmer to grow trees on and culti- 
vate the lands 
of the localities men- 


tioned willenable him to do even bet- 
ter here. 
Those means are wells and 


windmills. 
If we go into the Sacra- 


mento or San 
Joaquin valleys we And 


the ranches 
dotted with windmills 


busily at work raising the water which 
a dry season 
renders 
necessary 
to the 


growth of trees 
and cereals. 
In and 


around 
Stockton 
each 
garden 
and 


small farm has from one to a dozen of 
these 
appliances 
for raising 
water. 


They are so numerous that the town is 
known far and wide as the "city of 
windmills." Passing up the valley the 
traveller 
sees 
windmills all around 


him everywhere. 
They are as indis- 


pensible as the plow or horse. 
In dry 


seasons 
the farmers 
of those valleys 


find themselves 
compelled 
to irrigate 


their farms 
by means 
of windmills. 


In like manner 
millions of acres of 


now uncultivated land in Los Angeles 
valley may be covered with flourish- 
ing orchards, green trees and blooming 
gardens. 
It is also a fact that the soil 


here 
is richer 
and capable 
of more 


varied crops than the average of that 
in the Sacramento 
and San 
Joaquin 


valleys. 
Our never intensely warm 


climate and 
the constant 
moist sea 


breeze renders artificial irrigation less 
necessary 
than in more interior aud 


hotter sections of the State* Allthings 
considered, 
Los Angeles county oilers 


greater 
inducements 
to 
the, person 


seeking 
land that 
may be had at a 


reasonable 
figure than are held out by 


any other county in the State. Itistrue 
dry seasons 
have to be contended with 


here, but where, except immediately 
around San Francisco 
Bay or on the 


tule lands of the San Joaquin and Sac- 
ramento rivers, does not the same 
in- 


convenience 
present 
itself in as great 


or even greater magnitude? 
This one 


truth cannot 
be gainsaid: 
when crops 


are light in Los Angeles 
valley they 


are lighter in the greater 
portions of 


the great San Joaquin and Sacramento 
valleys.

a decisive and substantial 
nature.

informed 
that the stock of the 


Grange Co-operative Company of Los 
Angeles is findingpurchasers 
as rapid- 


ly as desirable, and that the prospect 
for an early commencement 
of opera- 


tions is very flattering. 
The Salida 


Grange Company 
have 
incorporated 


for the purpose 
of building a ware- 


house 
at Salida 
Station, and to buy, 


sell, ship and store agricultural 
ma- 


chinery, 
etc. 
This association 
oper- 


ates in Stanislaus 
county. 
The Mer- 


ced Grange 
Warehouse 
Company 
of 


Merced county has also incorporated. 
Its object is the same aa Salida. 
Ar- 


rangements 
are in progress for the or- 


ganization of similar co-operative 
es- 


tablishments in nearly all of our agri- 
cultural counties. 
The effect of these 


interests willbe a stimulation of trade 
and manufactures. 
They willrather 


enhance 
than diminish the custom 
of 


those 
already in business, 
and 
the 


only class of dealers who will lose by 
the determination 
of the farmers 
to 


look a little more closely to their own 
interests, will be that composed 
of a 


few middlemen who, not content with 
the legitimate percentage 
of buying 


and selling, have always been promi- 
nent in the formation 
of rings 
for 


"bearing" what the farmer had for 
sale, and "bulling" it the moment it 
came into their own possession. 
This 


State has long been cursed with 
mo- 


nopoly combinations, 
and the sooner 


they are crushed out the better it will 
be for legitimaet trade. 


A man named Lowenthal 
was 
exe- 


cuted in Albany, New York, on the 
10th instant, and as usual a large num- 
ber of reporters 
representing 
sensa- 


tional newspapers 
applied to the Sher- 


ifffor admission 
at the death 
scene. 


Under the law of New York, execu- 
tions 
are required 
to be private, 
and 


the Sheriff, believing 
that he would 


violate the law by making the details 
of the hanging of Lowenthal as public 
as possible through publication in the 
newspapers, 
refused to admit the re- 


porters. 
His act willreceive the com- 


mendation of all right-minded people. 


Judge Edmonds, the most intelli- 


gent man who has yet become 
a con- 


vert to the doctrine of spiritualism, 
died in New York a few days ago. The 
Judge firmlybelieved th at the spirits 
of tlie dead 
frequently 
returned 
to 


earth, and ifhe finds nothing interfer- 
ing with the coirectness of his theory, 
his friends may 
anticipate 
an early 


visit from him. 


TAXATION OF SOLVENT DEBTS 


At its last session 
the Legislature 


changed 
the rule of taxation and made 


it conform to that of Massachusetts 
and 
of several 
other States 
of the 


Union. The law now reads as follows: 


Section 
1. 
Solvent debts other than 


those secured 
by mortgage 
or other 
lien, upon real or personal 
property, 


shall be subject to assessment 
for tax- 


ation only upon the excess in the cash 
value thereof, 
over and above the in- 


debtedness 
of the owner, not secured 


hy mortgage or lien upon real or per- 
sonal property. 


Sec. 2. 
This Act shall 
take effect 


and be in force from and after its pas- 
sage. 


The 
peoplo 
of the United States 


have given an emphatic 
expression of 


opposition to the proposed inflation of 
paper currency. 
The attempt 
to add 


$400,000,000 
to the amount already in 


circulation 
is received 
with decided 


illfavor. 
The financial affairs of the 


country are in a by no means 
satis- 


factoiy condition, and 
as yet no one 


capable 
of placing 
them in a better 


position has come to the front. When, 
ifever, such a person or persons 
will 


present themselves, 
is a problem which 


now appears 
impossible 
of solution. 


One 
thing is certain: if we increase 


the currency $400,000,000 we shall add 
to the difficulties of attaining a sound 
national currency?of 
securing a sound 


national credit. 


Only 
six million three 
hundred 


thousand dollars ia the sum required 
to support 
the Government 
for the 


next two years. 
One half that amount 


ought 
to be amply 
sufficient. 
The 


people are weighed down with taxa- 
tion to raise 
money which goes, they 


know not where. 
There must soon be 


a reduction in the amount of national 
expenses, or a change of public officers 
willbe demanded. 
It is possible 
the 


Government 
is now being managed 


on the most economical principles, but 
the people are beginning 
to entertain 


grave doubts 
on the subject. 
Party 


name goes for nothing now. 
Honest 


and competent 
men are the quality of 


public servants 
the country demands 


and will have. 


From January first up to the eighth 


instant ninety-one 
persons have died 


in San 
Francisco 
into the cause 
of 


whose death it was thought necessary 
an 
investigation 
should 
be 
held. 


Among the number were fourteen 
sui- 


cides and quite 
as many murders. 
A 


few were accidents, and the remainder 
those of persons 
found dead or who 


died so suddenly as to excite suspicion 
as to the cause ofdeath. This is a very 
long list for a place ofless than 200,000 
inhabitants. 


Political organization 
in Oregon 


begins to show signs ofdisintegration. 
For years past the State has been rad- 
ically Republican or rampantly 
Dem- 


ocratic; but the people have 
suffered 


a series of abuses 
which they have re- 


solved 
to bear 
no longer. 
They are 


beginning to disregard tlieparty whip 
and the signs are that at the next elec- 
tion, party ties willbe disregarded by 
the intelligent 
members 
of either 


party.
